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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Katzinger. 

Katzinger discloses a die set for shaping tooth-like projections in a metal plate. 
The dies have a pressing surface 8, 9 inclined in a longitudinal direction so as to cancel 
elastic recovery of the work subsequent to forming, as required by these claims. To 
provide the dies with a complimentary shape to accommodate a profile of a part of the 
work not subject to the tooth forming, i.e., a semi-circular bottom portion as recited in 
these claims, would be an obvious mechanical expedient to one skilled in the art merely 
depending on the characteristics desired in the product. The particular process in which 
the die is intended to be used is of no patentable significance in claims to the die itself.
